SIR, 


HAVE very lately made a difco- 
very which will be of great ule to 
authors in phyfics and therefore 
furely of great benefit to the health 
of mankind. If you don’t publifh 
it, I fhall fufpeét your concern for 
the public good ; and apprehend 
that you envie the world the 
krowledge of fo valuable a fecret. 
I will not take the honour of 
the difcovery entirely to myfelf but in juftice to the au- 
thor of a Treatife on the difeales of the immediate organ 
of fight, which bears the name of the renowned Doctor 
Taxy.or, tho’ the language would rather incline one to 





shink it the work of fome French wag ; I fay, in juttice } 


to that author, I muft acknowledge, that I have taken 
ghe hint from him, and only deduced general rules from 
a particular example, in order to form the following 
Receipt. 


§ AReceipr fir the ready compofition of a Treatife on 
the difeafes of the head, breaft, eyes, or any other 
part of the body. 


Take five or fix of thofe many fymptoms that have 
been obferved to affect the part, the difeaies of which you 
intend to defcribe; and form them, by the rules of arith- 
metic, into as many different combinations as they can 
admit of, or at leaft into as many as you intend to de- 
fcribe difeafes ; join the fymptoms that make up thefe 
feveral combinations decently together, and the work fo 
far is done: only obferve, that the more unperccivable 
you make thele fj mptoms, if it was to meafure a magni- 
tude even to the forty eighth part of an inch, io much 
the betters; for your work will be the more turpriling, 
and the acutenefs of your fenfes be the more adinived. 

Bui as the defcription of a difeafe, by its vilible tymp- 
toms only, will appear a mean performance, you mull next 
look out for a fett of caufes. For this end, all you have 
to do, isto get the names of fome of the inward parts, 
that either conftitute, or have fome relation to that part, 
the difeates of which you defcribe 5 together with the 
terms that ferve to exprefs the irregulariues which we 
may imagine to happen in thofe fuboidinate parts, fuch 
as Obfrudion, Inflammation, Dilalation, Conftriéion, Re- 
laxation, Contraction, Comprejfion, &e. &c. of Arteries, 
Veins, Nerves, Fibres, and other folid parts 3 Coaguda- 
tion, Acrimony, Coneretion, Extravafation, &c. &e. ol 
the Blood, Spirits, Lympha, and other fluid parts. Ap- 
ply thefe irregularities tothe parts, in as many different 
combinations as you think will be neceflary 5 and there 
will come out a numerous fett of caufes, which you may 
aflign, either in general to the whole fett of difeafes before 
invented, or fo as to give a particular caufe to every par- 
ticular difeafe, according as you defign a larger or {maller 
volume. Tt will alfo be proper fometimes to quote 
authors, particularly Hirrocrares and GALEN}; lince 
very few of your readers will be able to perceive, that 
you ever looked into any of them. — 

To bring this admirable method of defcribing difeafes, 
to the higheit perfection, nothing ts wanting bat certain 
tables, containing the names of the feveral parts of the 
body, their vilible and invifible affections, difpoted in a 
proper order: for out of thefe may be drawn as many 
difeafes, compleatly mounted with their caufes, as you 
can have occafion for : jult as by a like ingenious inven- 
tion, a great number of well-turned veries, may with 
wonderful facility, be formed out of the letters of the 
alphabet, difpofed in a certain manner. 

If there be any obfcurity in this Recezpt, the confide- 
ration of the illuitrions example upon which it is found 
ed, will fully clear it up. The author thews a noble 
contempt of thofe difeaies of the eye, whereof nature has 
fixed the bounds and charatterss; and bringsforth, out of 
the inexhaultible fund of his imagination, a nev fett of 
diftemrers, which were never heard of before. Let 
philofuphers, poets, hiitorians, boatt of their deicribing 

ature : itis the glory of this Wondertul artilt, to paint 
his own imaginations ; which tho’ few and very obvious 
when taken fingly, ealily compounded by the preicrip- 
tion lay’d down, and even multiply’d to any given num- 
ber; yet I hope will by means of their novelty, dazzle 





the eyes of the multitude, and contribute not a little to 
the carrying on of the grand defign of the author. May 
he, and all fuch ingenious artiits, ever flourifh, for the 
recompence of their own merit, and the honour of hu- 
man underit«.- ling. 

Ihave here fhewna fhort and eafy path to afcend 
the mountain of Fame, by the way of writing. But as 
there are many other helps to climb the hill, all of them 
independent of, if not inconfiftent with thofe ufelefs qua- 
Plities, called a juft and extenfive underftanding, genc- 
rous intention, and unaffected modefty ; fuch helps, I 
mean, as raife men to the reputation of knowledge with- 
out being poffefled of any, fome of old, and others of 
late invention ; I wifh fome able hand would undertake 
a diftinét and full explanation of them for the benefit of 
afpiring genius’s, 

Degrees taken in univerfities, loquacity, or contemp 
tuous filence, formal behaviour, gravity of countenance, 
pointed expreflion, dealing much in the wonderful, the 
my tlerious, and the fubtle, {plendor of attire and equi- 
page, magnificent promifes and profeflions, pretence of 
fecrets ; in a word, all the fpecies of artful conduét, and 
all the operations of a front of brafs; all thefe things 
have ferved of old to fet off ignorance: but other artif- 
ces have been ufed of late, which being recommended by 
the fuccefs, will open a new way to all induftrious ad- 
venturers. 

There is a certain phenomenon, not altogether foreign 
to this fubjeét,.which at prefent commands the attention, 
and employs the tongues of the publics and, I think, 
deferves a folution as much as moft other appearances in 
human affairs. What I mean is the difpenfation of a cer- 
tain medicine, under the notion of an univerfal one, 
and the inclination of the multitude to be of that opi- 
nion. The chief queitions to be refolved are thele. 

1. Whether any medicine can be ufeful in all cafes ; 
and there be any fuch, as requires not the ule of an un- 
derilanding, well informed of the hiftory of difeafes, in 
the adminiftration of it. 

z. Whetier this medicine has any virtues peculiar to 
itfelf, and not found in any other medicine, that has 
hitherto been ufea in the practice of phyfic. 

3. If it has, how much the public is concerned to 
find out the fecret. 

4. If it has not, from what caufes proceeds the ten- 
dency of the multitude, to believe that it has.
